B ecam e a m e m b e r of I own (. ouncil of Bristol, serving continu­ 
ously until ap p o in te d to the U. S. S en ate; atten d ed every R e p u b ­ 
lican State C on vention as a delegate, a n d filled various places of 
responsibility in the null w here bf’ began w ork. 
Began attending 
R epublican N ational Conventions, to five of which he has b e e n a 
delegate. A tte n d e d his first tariff revision in 1697. 
19°9 
O rganized the Pennsylvania M anufacturers Association, of w hich 
he was president until he was app oin ted to the U. S. Senate, Dec., 
J 9 2 9 , serving without salary during, that entire period. 
1913-1920 
B ecam e prop rieto r of the mill in which he b eg a n w ork a n d re­ 
placed the old structure with one of the m o st m o d e rn an d sanitary 
in the country, containing its own continuation school. 
G a v e to 
hrs h o m e tow n of Bristol a C o m m u n ity Building; largely p aid for 
a new high school; financed a sew age disposal plant anti w ater 
w orks; and gav e m ore than $100,00(1 for new streets an d other 
im provem ents. 
1920-1922 
Increasing influence throughout the State led to his being ackn ow l­ 
e d g ed as a State leader, upon the d e a th of S en ato r I cirrose. 
In 
1920 he sup ported J. H a m p to n M oore lor M ayor of [Philadelphia, 
a n d by that supp ort unquestionably elected M oore, w ho had a 
m ajority of only 1414 votes. 
Throughout his lour years in office, 
M oore fought the Philadelphia organization bitterly, indicting it 
for every political crim e in the calendar.

B ecam e a m em ber of I own Council of Bristol, serving continu­ 
ously until appointed to the U. S. Senate; attended every R epub­ 
lican State C onvention as a delegate, and filled various places of 
responsibility in the mill where he began work. 
Began attending 
Republican National Conventions, to five of w hich he has been a 
delegate. A tten d ed his first tariff revision in 189 7. 
19°9 
O rganized the Pennsylvania M anufacturers Association, of which 
he was president until he was appointed to the U. S, Senate, D ec., 
J 9 2 9 , serving without salary during, that entire period. 
1913-1920 
B ecam e proprietor of the mill in which he began work and re­ 
placed the old structure with one of the m ost m odern and sanitary 
in the country, containing its own continuation school. 
G ave to 
his hom e town of Bristol a C om m unity Building; largely paid lur 
a new high school; financed a sew age disposal plant and water 
works; and gave m ore than $ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 for new streets and other 
im provem ents. 
1920-1922 
Increasing influence throughout the State led to his being ai know l­ 
ed ged as a State leader, upon the death of Senator Penrose.

W as a delegate to the Republican National Convention which nom ­ 
inated H oover for President, and drafted the I .lriff Plank in behalf 
of Am erican industry and labor which was adopted by that C on ­ 
vention.

Fisher appointed him to the then --xisting vacancy from Pennsyl­ 
vania in the Senate, which act brought general com m endation of 
the G overnor and an avalanche of congratulations upon the new 
Senator.

W ithin four m onths after his appointm ent he had disorganized the 
Progrefsive-D em ocratii Coalition in the Senate, and was ai know l­ 
ed ged by m em bers of that body, and by D em ocratic and R epub­ 
lican new spapers alike, to have becom e the actual tariff leader of 
that b#ody. 
In due course hi- annouru ed his < andidac y, thereby 
fulfilling a pledge he had m ade to G overnor Fisher and to tho 
p eop le at the time he accepted the appointm ent.

I N ever held a public 
offiae aside from m em bership in Borough Council of Bristol, until 
he w as appointed to the U. S. Senate.

R egards public office as a public trust and throughout his political 
cancer has refused to have any alban' cs with those who regard 
public office as an opportunity for personal and financial exploita­ 
tion.
